339. Is Transportation Keeping 
Pace With Production? 
The world’s facilities for trans- 
porting food between producing 
and consuming areas has made 
great strides in recerit years, aid- 
ed in no small degree by improv- 
ed metods of canning, refrigera- 
tion and grain storage, During 
the period 1913-1923 the world’s 
railways increased from approxi- 
mately 700,000 miles to 750,000 
and world’s shipping, including 
sail, steam and motor vessels, in- 
creased from 49 million tons in 
1913 to 60 million tons in 1923 


Volume of world’s seaborne trade 
in 1913 was about 350 million 
tons, and asa result of the World 
War is not far from that figure 
today 

340. What Causes Rain? 

Water evaporates from all 
mois surfaces of the earth (most- 
ly the sea) and enters the atmos- 
phere as a transparent, invisible 
gas called “vapor.” A cubic foot 
of air at 32 degrees Fahrenheit 
can hold 2 grains of vapor, at 9C 
degrees 15 grains. When air that 
contains all the misture it will 
hold is cooled by rising to higher 
altitudes or entering colder lati- 
tudes, it no longer can hold all its 
vapor and a portion if it condens- 
es and falls in raindrops—some- 
times as tiny as a hundredth of 
an inch in diameter, at other 
times big splashing ones a third 
of an inch. The big fellows fall 
about 25 feet a second, the tiny 
ones 5 teet. 

341. What Is the World’s “Float. 
ing Dust’? 


Floating dust is a natural con 
stituent of the atmosphere and is 
distinct: from wind-blown dust 
Floating dust to a height of 6 to 
7 miles—for little moisture ex 
tends higher than cirrus clouds— 
is one of the earth’s greatest bles- 
ings. Water vapor requires 
something to condense on, Every 
raindrop is formed around one of 
the tiny microscopic particles for 
convenience called “atmospheric 
dusut.” This makes our rainfall 
even and gentle in character dur. 
ing a shower; were it not for this 
feature of nature every shower 
would be a_ terrific cloudburst 
and life would be vastly different 
irom what it is now. 


342, The Great Good Done by 
“Wind-Blown Dust”? 


The shell of wind-blown dust 
as distinguished from _ floating 
dust, is rarely thicker than half @ 
mile. Every year billions of tons 
of earth, in the form of dust par- 
ticles, are lifted and heldin the nit 
currents and transported by the 
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ee 


winds to great distances. Over 
the plains of the U. S. vast quan- 
tities of rock waste born of the 
western mountains and dust from 
the arid regions of the Southwest 
are distributed and leveled. The 
process is usually beneficial. Mil 
lions of tons of mineral matter 
are thus taken from unproductive 
regions and converted into soil 
which has the potentiality of nu- 
trition and life. 

343. The Great Harm Done by 

“Wind-Blown Dust”? 

In arid regions where vegeta- 
tion cannot anchor it, wind-bliwn 
dust is a mighty physiographic 
agent. Parts of China are cover- 
ed with hundreds of feet of fine 
earth, brought little by little from 
the deserts of Central Asia. Dust 
carried 1,000 miles from the Des: 
ert of Gobi fills the channels of 
the Hoarg, China’s “River of 
Sorrow,” until its bed and banks 
are higher than the surrounding 
land.
